As a result of the inquest held by Cor- 
oner Funkhouser on the body of Miss Tillie 
Leeker, Mrs. Mary Arthur of 2911 Morgan 
street, was held charged with having per- 
formed an operation that resulted in the 
girl's death. James Clark was held as an 
accessory. 

Dr. Otto Sutter testified that such an 
operation had been performed, and that 
the young woman was in a dangerous con- 
dition when she was brought to him Oct. % 
for treatment. ‘The day following her. dle- | 
charge from Jefferson Hospital he was, 
‘| Galled to her home and found her seriously 
ill. She had vomited orange pulp. 

John F. Leeker, the girl’s father, stated 
that she had confessed to him that an 
operation had been performed at 2911 Mor- 
gan street. 

Mrs. Mary Arthur acknowledged that she 
lived at 2911 Morgan street, but denied 
having seen Miss Leeker at any time or 
having treated her. 

In his testimony James Clark said Miss 
Leeker had told him that an operation had 
been performed by Mrs. Mary Arthur. 

The report of the analytical examination 
of the girl's stomach shows that a condi- 


“tion existed from which she could not pos- 


sibly have recovered, with traces of arseni- 
cal poisoning. 

James Clark, 24 years old, of 3627 North 
Ninth street, wag arrested Thursday night 
pending an investigation by Dr. John H. 
Boogher, deputy coroner, into’ the death 
Wednesday morning of Miss Tillie Leeker, 
aged 22 years, of 1540 North Seventeenth 
street, ‘the prisoner's flancee. 

The refusal of Dr. Otto Sutter to issue 
a burial certificate and his report of his 


—_ to the coroner caused the investiga- 
on. 

He told Dr. Boogher he had discovered 
Symptoms of pesecning in Miss Leeker's 
case, and Dr. Hochdoerfer, autopsy physi- 
clan of the coroner's office, held a post- 
mortem examination. 

He announced that he had discovered 
evidences of arsenic in the stomach, which 
was sent to the city chemist for closer 
analysis. 

At 10:30 Friday morning Dr. Mary Ar- 
thur of 2911 Morgan street came inio tne 
case. She was arrested and taken to the 
coroner's office vharged with having per- 
formed an operation on Miss Leeker abut 
the middle of October, after which the 
pours woman became seriously ill. Miss 
seeker was taken to the Jefferson Hospital 
Oct. # by her father, where she remained 
under the charge of Dr. Otto sutte unill 
last Friday, when she was discharged as 
cured, She returned home at 9:30 o'clock 
Friday morning, ate some oranges that 
Clark had brought her and short after- 
wards became very ill. 

She had a violent fit of vomiting and Brae 
Sutter was called. She sank slowly an 
died Wednesday morning at 9:30 ny one 
F. W. Alewel, an undertaker at 1016 North 
Sixth street, called and embalmed the body 
in the usual manner, and when Dr. Sutter 
refused to sign the death certificate the 
body was taken to the coroner's office 
and the stomach removed for examination 
by Dr. Hochdoerfer, who later announced 
that he had discovered traces of arsenic 
in its contents.

How the arsenic came to be administered 
to her, if that was the,cause of her death, 
is a mystery. While she was in the hos- 
pital Clark visited her constantly and took 
oranges to her. 

John F. Leeker, her father, informed 
Coroner Boogher of this fact, on the as- 
sumption of the fact that her death had 
been caused by them. Clark admitted that 
he had given her oranges frequently, but 
said he did not knéw why they should have

EXPLOSION CAUSED ACCIDENT 


HER FLAMING BODY LIGHTED 
WAY OF RESCUERS.

Mrs. Alvina Lubenow of 902 Tyler street, fatally 
burned by exploding gasoline, stood, a humar 
terch, in the hallway of her home when Christopher 
Henze of 900 Chambers street went to her aid. 

The reise of the explosion attracted Henze from 
the saloen om the first floor of the building in 
which Mrs. Labenow lived. 

Henze, running up the dark steps to investigate 
the explomeon, found, when he reached the upper 
ball, his way lighted by the fire fhat enveloped 
Mrs. Lobenow.

I went to the saloon at 902 Tyler street 
from my bakeshop at 900 Chambers street 
about & o'clock Friday morning.

It seemed to come from the rooms over the 
saloon where Mrs. Lubenow lived. 

I ran out in the hall. It was dark in the 
hall, but when I reached the stairway it 
was light and [ went up three steps a time. 

Upstairs in the hall saw a big oail of 
fire. lt was moving but, for a second, | 
did not realize what it was. But quicker 
than I can tell, I saw that the ball of fire 
was the burning body of a woman. 

She did not cry out. 

I had no coat to smother the pomes so I 
ran to the first door I saw. pushed it 
open. Mrs. Neumann, who aR. there, met 
me 

“Get something to smother the fire,”’ 
called. 

She snatched a rug from the floor. It was 
too small. 

“No. No. Blankets. Bilankets,”’ I cried. 

She ran in the bedrdom and threw two 
quilts to me. 

Holding these in front of me I ran back 
20 feet where the wamon was still aflame. 

I hid my face in the coverings and 
wrapped them all about*the woman. She 
stumbled, and we both fell to the floor. 
Then I got a good chance to stick all the 
quilts around the woman's body, and they 
put out the fire. 

I lifted the groaning woman. Then I saw 
it ~as Mrs. Lubenow. 

The fire was out, but the hall was filled 
with smoke. I wee choking when | caught 
Mrs. Lubenow in my arms and started 
to carry her to rs. Neumann's rooms.

THE STRANGER 


Evansville Police Seeking 
Motive for Murders. 


MAY HAVE BEEN TWO MEN 


SIMILARITY OF CRIMES POSSIBLY 
A COINCIDENCE. 


One Theory Is That the Women Quar- 
reled With Their Lovers and Met 
Death at the Hands of Dif- 
ferent Persons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
EVANSVILLE, Ind., Nov. 15.—While 
there were some minor developments to- 
day, the mystery surrounding the deaths 
of Mrs. George Ralley and Miss Lena 
Renner, who were found strangled to 
death, is practically unsolved. Everything 
that has come to light has been negative 
in character, and although the police say 
they have several men under surveillance, 
all the evidence in their possession is not 
strong enough to warrant any arrests, 

In the case of Mrs. Railey, it is said that 
she was very intimate with a man who 
lives near St. Louis, who Is alleged to have 
furnished a house for her. It is also said 
that on the night of the murder someone 
entered her room, ransacked her trunk 
and wardrobe and carried away every let- 
ter she had. This might indicate that 
someone had a motive for making away 
with her, although it is hardly conclusive 
evidence to that effect. 

Two theories are held. That of the police 
is that both women quarreled with their 
levers and that both met their deaths in 
the same manner, but at the hands of dif- 
ferent men. That of the pubiic in genera: 
is that both women were the victims of a 
degenerate with a mania fur strangulation.

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WIDOW. GETS ALL 


ENTIRE FORTUNE GOES TO WOM- 
~ AN WHO NURSED HIM. 


THIS’ WAS IN AUSTRALIA. 


Once His Wealth Ran Into Millions, 
Now It Is Reckoned at 
About S200,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Mrs. May Fam- 
bough Cruger, who nursed back to life Wil- 
ham Jauncey Cruger, while he was in Aus- 
tralia, and then became his bride, is to in- 
herit all that remains of his once vast es- 
tate. At one time it ran up Into the mil- 
lions, but at present it is said not to ex- 


ceed $200,000. 

Surrogate Thomas, who tried the case last 
winter when the testator’s brother, James 
Pendleton Cruger, and several nephews and 
nieces contested the will on the ground that 
it was obtained by undue influence, has 
handed down a decision in favor of the 


widow. P 

William Jauncey Cruger was a brother of 
Eugene Guido @ruger, over whose estate 
also a contest is being waged in behalf of 
his children by his first wife, now Mrs. 
Frederiek J. Tams, and against Olga Sa- 
lomea Heitz, who says she is his widow and 
to whom he left all he possessed, about 
$125,000. 

The third and only surviving brother is 
James Pendjeton Cruger. They all inher- 
ted large fortunes and at one time were 
aecounted millionaires. Both William and 
Eugene lived much of their life abroad, and 
both had strange matrimonial careers, Eu- 
gene being twice divorced. Eugene died at 
his chateau at Fontainebleau, France, on 
April 4, 1898. *‘Willie’ Cruger, as he was fa- 
miliarly known, died on April 7, 1900, leav- 
ing a will dated July 9, 1898, in which he 
gave $10 each to his blood relatives and the 
remainder of his estate to his widow. 

For the contestants it was testified that 
Mr. and Mrs. Cruger “lived a cat and do 
life: that he was sorry that he had marrie 
her, and that he did not want her to get 
any of his money:.”’ 

Evidence was given that Mrs. Cruger had 
a violent temper, was in the habit of drink- 
ing champagne and smoking cigarettes 
abused her ae ary shot at him, and was 
extremely jealous of him. 

In 1897 Mr. and Mrs. Cruger’ separated 
while in France. Negotiations were pend 
ing for a divorce; and Mr. Cruger was to 
settle on his wife one-third of his fortune 
Mrs. Cruger refused to sign the agreement 
The action was never brought to trial and 
subsequently Mr. and Mrs. Cruger became 
reconciled. 

No decision has yet been handed down in 
the contest over the will of Eugene Guido 


Cruger.

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‘A NEW GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT, 


A dclegation of representatives of the National Business 
League will call on the President next week to recommend the 
creation of a Department of Commerce and Industry with a 
cabinet officer at its head. 

It is urged that the rapid growth of manufactures and commer- 
cial interests and the extension of American trade to all parts 
of the world makes such a department not only expedient but 
necessary. 

When the government was organized in 1789 there were only 
threc departments—state, treasury and war. At the same time 
the office of attorney-general was instituted and that officer was 
made a member of the cabinet. The Navy Department was c¢s- 
tablished in 1798, the Interior in 1849, the Department of Justice, 
with the attorney-general at its head, in 1870 and the Department 
of Agficulture in 1889. The Postoffice came down from colonial 
times and the Continental Congress, but the postmaster-general 
was not called to the cabinet until 1829. 

The growth of population and commerce required these ad- 
Yances in the past. It is only reasonable to expect more de- 


partments in the future.

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THE WAY OF REFORM. 

Judge Rombauer, attorney for the School Board, in a pub‘ic 
ifiterview said that the success of the proposed suit for an equi- 
table assessment in franchise property in St. Louis would bring 
to the public school fund sufficient means to defray the cost of 
new buildings needed for the schools. 

A careful estimate places the additional revenue which St. Louis 
would secure from the full assessment of franchise property in 
St. Louis at-$503,181. Of this total, the city would receive $320,447; 
the public schools, $105,933; the public library fund, $10,573. 

Both the city and the Board of Education have contemplated 
asking the taxpayers of St. Louis for additional taxes for build- 
ings, but the necessity for this action mey be avoided through 
the suit to compel the Board of Equalization to make a fair as- 
sessment of franchises. 

Chicago has just been lifted out of a slough of bankruptcy by 
a successful suit of the same kind. 

These facts point the way to tax reform which will at once 
relieve depleted public treasuries and overburdened taxpayers. 
We do not need new taxes, but a fair distribution of taxes and 
juster methods of assessment. We need a better system of taxa- 
tior which will prevent tax dodging by rich and powerful ‘n- 
terests.

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MUNICIPAL PRCGRESS. 


The Chicago City Council has just passed an ordinance requir- 
ing half a dozen trunk line railroads to elevate their tracks. 
The work will extend through six years and will cost $2,000,000. 

The great obstacle to municipal progress everywhere is the 
diffi¢ulty in forcing franchised corporations to keep pace with the 
demands of public order and security. But this is being gradual- 
ly accomplished without injustice or disregard of any interest. 
And the next few years will no doubt witness improvement 
in all directions. It is a work of reconciliation, not of aggres- 
sion and cannot but result In good. 

The distinguishing mark of the time is progress rather than 
reform; not a restoration of old practices, but a progressive 
adoption of new ones as the need of them appears.

ODD THINGS IN LIFE. 


A novel way of dealing with persons who 
do not pay their taxes was adopted last 
year by the town council of Cotta, In Sax- 
ony.

ARMY AND NAVY. 


A kitchen wagon recently adopted by the 
Russian army is a contrivance which prom- 
ises a vast increase of comfort for troops 
on the march. A large iron vessel, shaped 
rather like an enormous teacup, is set upon 
the axle of a light wagon. The top of 
the vessel is covered with a double-hinged 


lid. Below this large boiler an iron fire- 
place is constructed, while a chimney two 
or three feet high carries off the smoke.

One 
kitchen wagon is detailed to every com- 
any. Before the troops move off the men 
n charge of these wagons fill the boilers 
with water and put in meat and vegetables. 
About two hours before camp is reached 
the fires are lighted and the dinner begins 
to boil, sq that by the time the troops 
come to a halt a hot dinner of strong soup 
and boiled meat is already cooked.
